I action in the matter, and during most of 


yesterday decline^ to receive any callers 
except his legal advisers. 


Governor Taylor sent telegrams toeac- 


Governor Bradley, Augustus E. Wil- 
son, Judge Barr and Attorney Falrleigh 
asking them to come to Frankfort for a 
conference. Mr. Wilson was the only 
one to arrive and shortly after 8 o'clock 
last night he, with Judge Yost and Gen- 
eral Lindsay, called on th-% governor and 
went into a conference with him. Every 
section of thp Louisville agreement was 
gone over carefully, but it is understood 
that the principal thing discussed was 
that section bearing on the passage of 
a new election law. 


The repeal of the Goebel larv is the one 


thing most stror.g'.y desired by Governor 
Taylor and, as the language of the 
Louisville a?-< < rienf Js considered by 


him too vague as regards this matter, 
it is considered possible that the clause 
will be mao* more specific before he 
signs the agreement. This would involve 
further delay, as it would necessitate a 
further conference between the Republi- 
can and Democratic leaders., 


Another cause for Governor Taylor's 


delay in regard to the agreement is said 
to be the cry ot 'victory" -and "sur- 
render" sent up by the Democrats^ The 
agreement as presented to Governor 
Taylor is understood to be somewhat 
different from the published abstracts, 
in that the clause regarding the election 
law and one or two other matters is 
much more specific than it is generally 
understood to be, though still not strong 
enough to suit him. 


The rank and file 'of the 
Republican < 


party apparently believe there is some 
foundation for the claims set up by the 
Democrats. Scores of telegrams have 
poured in on Governor Taylor, urging 
him not to sign the agreement, but to 
maintain his present position and await 
developments. 


The conference in the office of Gov- 


ernor Taylor ended at midnight without 
any action being taSen on the agree- 
ment. 
It is not likely that anything 


will be done today. 
The agreement 


was discussed fully. 
Those who signed 


the agreement at Louisville spoke fa- 
vorably concerning it, all of them de- 
claring that it in no way implied a sur- 
render on the part of the Republicans. 
Governor Taylor exhibited-many tele- 
grams from all parts of the state, urging 
him not to give up. 
It does not now 


seem probable that final action will be 
taken on the agreement before the end 
of the week. 


The train bearing the remains of Will- 


lam Goebel arrived here from Covington 
at 12:15 p. m. The day was exceedingly 
disagreeable. The casket was carried 
into the ladies' reception room of the 
Capitol hotel. Every head was bared as 
the remains of the dead Democratic 
leader were carried into the hotel.

until long after nightfall, and.probably 
not over 3000 or 4000 persons took the op- 
portunity to get a last look at the dead 
man.

British Confi- 


dent They Can Hold Positions 


tonflon, Feb. 8.—When a dispatch an- 


nouncing the fighting on tlie Upper Tu- 
gela was published there was the usual 
scene of excitement on the streets. The 
bis placards attracted newspaper buy- 
ers, and the news was eagerly discussed 
In all quarters. There was notable ex- 
titement in the house of commons, 
Where, in addition to the war office an- 
nouncement that General Buller had 
prossefl the Tugela Monday, and was 
advancing upon Ladysmith, a news 
agency telegram was posted saying that 
100 additional ambulance stretchers had 
been sent to the front from Durban. 


The war office message, as given out, 


furnishes no clue as to where the Tu- 
gela was crossed, nor the numbers sup- 
porting General Buller'a movement. 
But, it is presumed, this third attempt 
will be a supreme effort on the part of 
the general to cut his way through, an- 
other that he will employ every avail- 
able man. 
The expression in the offi- 


tial dispatch, "Is now advancing upon 
Ladysmith," it is pointed out, must not 
be taken to mean that General Buller 
has cut down all opposition, but merely 
th'at he is headed in the direction of the 
besieged town, and the public are there- 
fore naturally on tenter-hooks in re- 
gard to the next news. 


The British columns are putting them- 


fcelves In motion in all parts of the South 
African war field. A combined attack 
upon the Boers appears to be in prog- 
ress. General Buller has gained a foot- 
Ing on the plateau north of the Tugela, 
after two days' fighting. 


On the far western border Lord lle- 


ithuen has begun a turning movement 
egainst the Boe-r right, while General 
iMacDonald threatens the Boer flank, 
thus relieving the pressure on Lord 
Jutethuen's front. 


Lord Roberts, who, according to an in- 


torrnant in close touch with the war 
pffice, is in the middle o£-the theater of 
!war, has b'egrun the march to Bloemfon- 
teln. 


The Boers have taken the Initiative 


Against General Gatacre, attacking two 
bf his positions at Sterkstroom. 


It really looks as though the general 


forward movement, so long talked of, 
Were in progress. General Buller's third 
attempt at relieving Ladysrnith absort* 
attention. Telegrams of from 100 to 200 
words, from a dozen correspondents, 
have been passed by the censor, who has 
apparently redated messages written 
Monday or Tuesday to Wednesday at 6 
>. m. From these it is clear that General 
Buller, up to Tuesday evening, had taken 
one hill, had repulsed a Boer counter- 
attack, and was holding the position 
against an enfilading fire from Spion kop 
and Boom Kloof. His losses, as men- 
tioned by one correspondent, are 250.

•The fact of the matter is that he tried 
to bribe the insurgents, as near as we can 
ascertain, and' failed; but they would 
not take gold for peace.' Had this pre- 
posterous statement been made any- 
where else I should not have paid any 
attention to it; but as it has been made 
In the senate of the United States, I de- 
Eire to say to you that it is absolutely 
without foundation." 


Mr. Pettigrew repfesd sharply, repeat- 


Ing much that he has said1 heretofore, 
but distinctly reiterating the statements 
which had called forth the denials of 
both President Schurman and Admiral 
Dewey. 


Discussion of the financial measure 


was then resumed, speeches being made 
by Mr. Turner (Dem., Wash.), Mr. Bate 
(Dem., Temi.) and Mr. Allen (Pop., Neb.), 
all In opposition to the pending bill. 


The house finished the diplomatic and

OSBORNE BEGINS REPLY 


In Ml Probability Will Close 


His Arguments This 


Afternoon 


New York. Feb. 8.—Recorder Goff 


heard that one of the Jurors In the Moli- 
neux case made a remark to a business 
friend in the course of a conversation a 
few days ago, in which the juror said: 
"On the testimony thus far presented I 
would not hang a yellow dog." 


The rumor achjjved such widespread 


publicity that Emll B. Meyrowltz, an 
optician, and the person to whom the re- 
mark is alleged to have been made, was 
summoned before Recorder Goff. Under 
oath he denied the truth of the report. 
He admitted that he had talked with a 
juror recently, but claimed that the 
juror had never made any statements, 
directly or Indirectly, bearing on the 
Molineux case. 


Bartow S. Weeks, the attorney for the 


defense, yesterday concluded his argu- 
ment in behalf of Molineux. In the 
sevejieet terms he condemned the pro- 
prietors of the letter boxes who had 
testified against Moltneux, the police for 
the manner in which they had handled 
the case, and the handwriting experts 
lor their willingness fe> convict a man of 
murder upon the evidence submitted to 
them. "When he referred to the state- 
ments regarding the relations of the de- 
fendant and his wife before their mar- 
riage, he inquired: "Was not the gri-ef 
of his old father enough, was not the 
burden borne by this defendant's mother 
and young wife enough, without having 
the testimony of a colored waiting maid 
from a boarding house introduced to 
help the prosecution blot the home of 
this family? Why did the assistant dis- 
trict attorney send to Washington to 
get this girl? Why did he not call the 
landlady herself?" 


Then Mollne-ux's wife broke down for 


the first time during the trial and cried 
bitterly. The prisoner leaned gently 
towards her and! placed his arm around 
her in a vain attempt to comfort her. 


This ringing denunciation of the 


methods of the assistant district at- 
torney was broken only by a significant 
query from Mr. Osborne: "Why didn't 
you deny that Molineux lived there as 
'Mr. Chesebrough?' " 


"Because it was not necessary," re- 


torted Mr. Weeks, angrily. "Even the 
court ordered It stricken from the records 
and told the Jury to disregard Rachel 
Green's testimony. It had no bearing 
on the case. How did you dare introduce 
it? It was an Infamous thing to do. It 
was not only false, it was vile as well." 


Mr. Osborne again basoned Mr. Weeka 


for his failure to call any witnesses while 
Mr. Weeks was referring to the charac- 
ter of the handwriting expert for the de- 
fense, David N. Carvalho. The recorder 
angrily stopped Mr. Weeks when he re- 
ferred to the Dreyfus case, saying he had 
forbidden him to inentio'n the testimony 
of handwriting experts in this case, and 
that he expected his instructions to be 
obeyed. 


After claiming that the prosecution 


had utterly failed to show a motive and 
telling the Jury that the defense wanted 
no' compromise verdict, Mr. Weeks 
closed a magnificent peroration with the 
words: "Gentlemen, the fate of the 
prisoner is in your hands. What shall 
it be? Guilty or Innocent? Life or 
death?"

Though the wife and the mother of 


the prisoner were in tears the father of 
the prisoner, General Molineux, and the 
prisoner himself, sat apparently un- 
moved. 


Assistant District Attorney Osfoorne, 


in commencing his reply, was full of 
pathos and dignity. He said that he felt 
at times the keenest anguish when'he 
thought of the bitter things he had been 
compelled to say in conducting the case. 
He had the profoundest pity for the 
prisoner, he felt for his wife, th« mother, 
the gray-haired father, an emotion so 
strong as to almost bias his sense of right 
and justice. Nevertheless it was neces- 
sary for him to do his duty, and he pro- 
ceeded with an elaborate analysis of the 
facts in the case. Mr, Osborne had not 
finished when court adjourned for the 
day, but he announced that he would in 
all probability close his arguments to- 
day.

Feople Two Thousand Team Ago Had 


Rom* Fntctlcal Conreideaeab 


In two of the nmseumfl of old BoxrtaQ 


antiquities at Naples there ate several 
water heaters, which indicate that the- 
principle of the water tabe, the crown- 
ing feature of modern boilers, was fnlly 
understood »nd appreciated some 8,000 
years ago. Mr. W. T. Bonner of Cin- 
cinnati has been investigating these 
heaters and found them to be as inter- 
esting as they are beautiful One of 
them conmstB of an outer shell 13 
inches in diameter and nearly 17 inches 
high, surmounted by a somewhat hemi- 
Bpherically ehsped top. Inside this shell 
is an internal clyinder, ai>o Inning a 
hemispherical top, which is 10 inches 
in diameter and 12 inches high. The 
two shells are connected at Che bottom 
by a rim, like the nrad ring of a loco- 
motive firebox, and the space between 
them was filled with water. The grate 
was formed of seven tubes made from 
sheet bronze, rolled and soldered o? 
brazed. These tubes open at toth ends 
into the bottom of the space between 
the shells, thus forming a water tube 
grate for the fuel to rest upon. 


Charcoal was probably used with this 


heater and was placed on the grate 
through an opening 4.8 inches high and 
4 inches wide, closed by a beautifully 
decorated door. The gases from the fire 
escaped into the outer air through three 
small openings formed by tabes cross- 
ing from the inner to the outer shell 
about 6.6 inches above the grate. The 
whole apparatus was raised about 12 
inches on a taipod so ae to allow air to 
reach the fuel. In another boiler of 
somewhat the same type the outer shell 
has the form of an nm, while the inner 
shell rises from a water tube grate to 
an opening in the side. It is 12 inches 
in diameter at the widest part, 17.6 
inches high and supported on a tripod 
about 4 inches high. Its general shape 
is much like that of the silver cream 
pitchers known as the Paul Revere pat- 
terns, although, of course, it is mnch 
larger and has a top closed by a Hd. It 
has been suggested that these utensils 
may have served at some time to heat 
wine as well as water, which sugges- 
tion appears reasonable, as many his- 
torians state that the Pompeiians made 
great use of hot drinks. It may be that 
they were found in one of the termpodi 
or cafes, of which there were several in 
Pompeii.—Boston Transcript.

An Exciting Political Scheme In Wnioh 


McCullagh Xtgrored. 


When David R. ITrancis was s candi- 


date for governor of Missouri, his 
friends succeeded in using Tho Globe- 
Democrat to further his chances of elec- 
tion. Editor McCullagh had turned On 
"Our Dave," as Mr. Francis is known 
in St. Louie, with his short paragraphs 
•with telling effect, and Francis' friends 
got together and concocted a scheme to 
offset the editorial work of the paper. 
They wrote out a display advertisement, 
and at a late hour of the Saturday 
morning immediately preceding the 
election of 1888 took it to the counting 
room of The Globe-Democrat The clerk 
on duty gave the copy a casual looking 
over and without a word accepted it 
It occupied a full page, and at length 
and in glowing terms set forth the 
"great business capacity and eminent 
qualifications of Mr. Francis to occupy 
the gubernatorial chair of Missouri." 


That advertisement caused the big- 


gest row ever witnessed in a newspaper 
office in St. Louis. When Editor Mc- 
Cullagh found what had been done, he 
raged and stormed fop a week. The fast 
mail had distributed the paper all over 
Missouri before MoCullagh had his at- 
tention called to it He left his quarters 
at the Southern hotel on a trot Beach- 
ing the corner of Fourth and Pine 
streets, he found the streets and the 
office of The Globe-Democrat jammed 
with people, who were clamoring to 
stop their subscriptions. McCullagh had 
filled a column on the editorial page 
with "squibs" strongly opposing Fran- 
cis and advocating the Republican nom- 
inee, but the big display of Francis' 
friends was the first thing seen on open- 
ing the paper. 


Mr. McCullagh at once issued an ex- 


tra, in which he deprecated the over- 
sight by which the advertisement had 
found its way into the paper, bat it 
was some time before The Globe-Dem- 
ocrat office recovered its equilibrium.—

Student And Constant "Worker From 


His Very Boyhood—Ever True to 
11 In Friends and Invariably Accest- 
nible to the I'oor and Lowly—Ills 
Unostentatious Gilts to Churches. 
The career of the late Senator Wil- 


liam E. Goebel IMS been a strange and 
eventful one, illustrative In high de- 
gree of the theory that man shapes his 
own destiny and that to the persistent 
and industrious time brings its own re- 
ward and that these requisites, com- 
bined with honor and integrity, can 
lift the poor boy from obscurity to 
fame and renown. 


Born in Sullivan county, Pa., 45 


years ago, the parents of the senator 
came to Covinptou, Ky., when he was 
a mere child and opened a ^boarding 
house, says the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
His eornpanvt>ns of boyhood days say 
he was an e.'-firiordinaty lad, for, while 
his companions were playing football 
or marbles, Billy Goebel spent his lei- 
sure moments in reading well thumb- 
ed books of history. 


Drifting from school, young Goebel 


entered Duhme's jewelry establishment 
in Covington, but the workbench was 
speedily vacated," and in 1873 lie enter- 
ed the law ollice of Stevenson & Myers, 
the former ex-governor of Kentucky 
and the latter the father of Hon. Har- 
vey Myers. While working at the jew- 
eler's bench young Goebel became ac- 
quainted with John F. May, a cobbling 
shoemaker, woudrously v* ell read and 
who possessed a libiary of well worn 
books, and to these young Goebel 
was given ample access, tinder this 
preceptor Goebel's mind was broaden- 
ed, and here were lirst impressed upon 
him the possibilities of the future. 


That Goebel was true to his friends 


was shown by his devotion to John 
May. 
The poor shoemaker had a hard 


fight v.ith the world, but his student, 
Billy Goebel, creeping onward and 
upward, never forgot his first friend. 
In the study of law, as in school, Goe- 
bel diverged from the beaten track, 
and while other young lawyers were 
mastering the intricacies of the waltz 
and quadrille, the complicated evolu- 
tions of billiard and pool balls about 
the cushioned table, Goebel, locked up 
in his office, delved deeper and harder 
into the solving of the manifold propo- 
sitions of law before him. 


Mr. Myers retiring from the firm, 


ex-Governor 
Stevenson 
and 
Judge 


James O'Hara formed a partnership, 
retaining Goebel, who later formed a 
law partnership with John G. Carlisle, 
ex-congressman, ex-United States sen- 
ator and ex-secretary of the treasury. 
The esteem and admiration eutertain- 
sc! for his protege were forcibly shown, 
by Governor Stevenson 
when ap- 


proaching the end of life. Possessing 
a» vast income and accumulation of 
wealth, Governor Stevenson, in mak- 
ing his will, inserted one clause that 
William Goebel should be made execu- 
tor without bond. That trust he held 
to the day of his death and was faith- 
ful to the obligation put upon him. 


Practically without conceit or ego- 


tism, Senator Goebel was a type of 
manhood peculiar to himself. The 
study of his profession was an ap- 
parent inborn desire, and with this his 
only incentive society ethics were dis- 
dained. He modeled a •world in minia- 
ture, with himself as the only inhab- 
itant. 


While obscured from 
the 
social 


throng, Senator Goebel was invariably 
accessible to the poor and lowly or to 
those unfortunate, without money and 
needing advice. Facts were stated, the 
advice offered, and never was the sub- 
ject of fee or reward introduced until 
the case was finally ended. Then the 
client, If successful, was allowed to 
name his own price; likewise the time 
for payment best adequate to his own 
purpose and purse. In the legal pro- 
fession Senator Goebel had few supe- 
riors, and his associates at the bar re- 
alized this. Whenever cases involving 
great issues were at stake Senator Goe- 
bel's services were in demand, and ev- 
ery member of the bar felt that he was 
violating no legal ethics or rule of 
friendship when calling and asking for 
gratuitous advice. 


While averse to mixing or mingling 


with the world In general, giving rise 
to reports of a cold, sordid disposition, 
those knowing well the quality of the 
senator knew positively the reverse 
and that beneath the exterior of his 
bosom beat 9*10 of the warmest hearts 
that ever throbbed in human breast. 
His devotion to friends was proverbial, 
and never did he turn down au old for 
a new one. Bold and courageous, with- 
out fear of man or fate, yet withal as 
gentle and lovable in demeanor as the 
mildest mannered woman, he drew 
about him friends that fairly worship- 
ed him. 


While charged with all the crimes in 


the category, never once was he proved 
guilty, a fact attested v-'hen he ran for 
office, for then the bitterest partisan, 
the most rampant accuser, about faced 
and cast bis vote for Goebel. While 
not a church member or noted for pie- 
ty, he was loved and admired by priest 
and preacher alike. 
Ostentation he 


Disowned. Where a church was bulll 
or jubilee celebrated, no matter what 
creed or faith, a check for $50 or more 
was invariably found by the pastor in- 
terested bearing the name William Goo- 
b'el, with the seal of secrecy imposed 
by the words "in confidence." 


His mother died years ago, a devout 


attendant at St. Paul's German Prot- 
estant church, Covmgton, but her name 
Is still carried as an honorary member, 
and \\f-r yearly dues were paid la ad- 
vance by her son, the senator.

From Pretoria the London Dally 


News has secured a letter written by 
Deneys Reitz to his father, the Trans- 
vaal state secretary. 
The writer is 


with the Boer forces before Ladysmith 
and is only 17 years old. Joubert is 
a younger brother, while Hjalmur is 
an elder brother, just returned from 
Europe. 
The letter, written before 


Ladysmith and dated Dec. 12, 1899, is 
as follows: 


"Joubert and I are still safe and 


well. 1 see in The Standard and LMg- 
gers' News that the English had storm- 
ed Lombard's kop, but it is not stated 
that they damaged two of their guns. 
On the following morning they came 
past us, but were soon driven back. 


"But uow comes the worst. We were 


on outpost duty last night about COO 
yards from the hill, on which stood a 
howitzer. 
Below this hill lay other 


outposts, which, either through treach- 
ery or carelessness, allowed the Eng- 
lish to pass. About 1 o'clock we heard 
the English on the top of the hill cry- 
ing 'Hurrah!' We sent word to Zeeder- 
berg, the field cornet, but before he 
could arrive the howitzer was dam- 
aged. The English again cheered, and 
we were tuen so enraged that we im- 
mediately ran through the bushes to 
stop them when they should come 
down again. There were only eight of 
us, 
• 


"It was, of course, pitch dark. When 


we had run a short distance, we heard 
'Halt! Who goes there?' from a body 
of English who had remained in the 
bushes. We tired a volley in their di- 
rection and ran as fast as we could 
to a ditch behind us. After waiting 
some minutes we again advanced 
among the bushes, and after having 
marched about a mile we reached the 
creek which runs below the hill. Here 
a body of English, who had remained 
behind, fired volleys at us. We lay 
against the bank of the creek and re- 
plied to their fire. It became so hot, 
however, that we retired around the 
corner of the bank. 


"Here Sample van Zyl was shot. He 


was just about a yard ahead of me. He 
was struck by two bullets, one In the 
throat, the other through the lungs. 
We are very sad today on account of 
his death, for he was the life and soul 
of our camp. We placed him against 
the bank and were then obliged to 
leave him, for some of the English 
were behind us, "while those who had 
been on the top of the hill were In 
front of us. 


"We ran to the opposite bank, and 


then an Englishman rushed down to- 
ward me and was going to stab me 
with his bayonet, but he was a little 
too high up, so that he could not do it. 
He said, 'Throw down your gun, and I 
won't shoot.' But I said, 'Throw down 
yours, or I shall shoot.' And so I 
would have, and he threw his gun 
down. 


"Then he fumbled with his hands in 


his breast, probably to loosen his car- 
tridge pouch, but I thought he meant 
to take out a revolver. My comrades 
shouted out: 'Shoot him, Reitz! Shoot 
him!' But I had not the heart to shoot 
a man at two paces' di-stance, so I said, 
'Put up" your hands, or I'll shoot,' 
which he accordingly did. I then took 
his gun and shall send you the bayo- 
net. 


"In the meanwhile the English were 


approaching. 
We could hear what 


they said. They were in high spirits, 
and they were quite unaware of our 
being in front of them. We waited till 
we could see them. They marched in 
close order, about 300 in number. They 
were then about ten yards from us. 
We then fired among them. 
They 


stopped, and all called out, 'Rifle bri- 
gade!' They must have supposed that 
we belonged to their people. 


"Then one of them said, 'Let us 


charge.' One officer, Captain Paley (I 
am writing this letter with his silver 
pencil case), advanced, though he had 
two bullet wounds already. Joubert 
gave him another thot, and he fell on 
top of us. Four Englishmen got bold of 
Jan Luttig and struck him on the head 
with their rifles and stabbed him in the 
stomach with a bayonet. He seized 
two of them by the throat and shout- j 
ed, 'Help, boys!' His two nearest com- i 
rades shot two of the nearest soldiers 
and the other two bolted. 


"But then the English came up In 


such numbers that we all lay down as 
quiet as mice along the bank. They 
came in single file, about 800, along the 
footpath, only about six yards from 
where we lay. Had there been more of 
us we would have continued firing, but 
the English would simply have tram- 
pled us down. 


"We could, of course, see them well 


and overhear all they said. One of 
them said, 'Who knows the way?' An- 
other replied, 'Keep to the right,' and 
as I was sitting a few yards to the 
right I felt somewhat uneasy, but they 
just then fortunately found the foot- 
path ngain and did not see me. 


"While they were crossing the ditch 


one of the English wounded cried out: 
'Wounded man. Wounded man to the 
right. 1 can't walk.' But one of them 
replied, 'Oh, you are only a Dutch- 
man,' and another cried, 'Go to—well!' 
When the English had all passed, the 
day was just breaking. We afterward 
found 22 of them killed and wounded. 
Captain Pnley was still living, and we 
did for him what we could, but we had 
no water, and he died shortly after.

The other Bounded men constantly 
cried out for water, and we then sent 
one of tha prisoners—there were five 
or six of iheai—with a white flag to 
Ladysmith to fetch doctors. 


"Onp Englishman had been struck by 


seven bulk-Is, one by four and one by 
three. There was, I liclieve, not one 
who bad less than two bullet wounds, 
and, considering that we were only 
seven In number and continued firing 
for only about five minutes, you can 
see that it must have been warm work. 
Besides that, the Engllsh_carrledj>ff_» 


couple of their wounded out of the 
ditch. 
All their guns had bayonets 


i fixed to them. I took four guns, but 
' I gave two to the doctor to serve as 
1 splints for the broken legs of two of 


i the wounded. 
Among the 22 were 


Captain Pale?,, one major and one cor- 
poral.

"Farther on the English killed three 


\ of our men witty "uyonets and wound- 


ed two. Highei «p the hill there lay 
ten dead of the English, and where we 
had been challenged by them also Ipy 
one. Isaac Mal'oerbe has gone to Pre- 
toria with the prisoners, and if you 
meet him he can tell you all about It. 


"If Il.1r.lmar Is still in Pretoria, let 


him bring us a couple of water bottles 
for we have already suffered once or 
twice from having none. Tell Ati I 
have received Willie Brill's letters and 
also tell him he must not Insist on com- 
ing to the front, for it is no picnic. 


"I shall now conclude with love to.

How Corporal Nnnni» Won the

The queen has grunted the Victoria 


cross, the highest decoration in tho 
British army, to Captain Cougiwe of 
the Rifle brigade. Lieutenant Il'oberts 
of the King's Itoyal ritles, Captain 
Reed of the Seventh batlery and Cor- 
poral Nurse of the Sixty-sixth battery, 
all for heroism m rescuing guns at the 
battle of Colenso. 


Roberts, the only son of Lord Rob- 


erts, died of wouiids received during 
his daring attempt to drag back the 
guns, but the cross is conferred to his 
memory. Lord Roberts also has the 
Victoria cross, the only instance of fa- 
ther and son winning this great honor. 


Corporal Nur<c was the man who 


really did the business, says the Lon- 
don correspondent of the New York 
Journal. In a recent letter he told 
modestly how he dragged several aban- 
doned guns from under a frightful fire. 
After detailing tbe reasons that led 
to the guns being abandoned Corporal 
Narse wrote: 


"Some officers 
came around and 


shouted for teams to try to get the 
guns. I got two teams on the bank 
and took out the wounded horses. 
While I was doing so a large shell 
burst 30 yards from us and came 
whipping along to within three yards, 
a long bright steel shell, with a sharp 
point, just nice to go through you. 


"I got the horses over to limber up, 


and Lord Roberts' son held my horse 
while I helped to hook in. As soon as 
I got them mounted I started off at a 
gallop for the guns half a mile away. 
The enemy were following us with a 
perfect storm of shot and shell, one of 
which burst overhead just before we 
mounted and took the off centers clean 
out. 


"Lord Roberts' son was shot as we 


were going up. Bullets were pattering 
around us like hail. One went through 
my huversack, piercing a handglass 
and piece of bread I had in it, my re- 
volver pouch and splintered one of the 
fingers of my right hand i$i two places. 
I got two guns back safely despite the 
heavy fire we experienced going and 
coming. General Buller watched it all 
and sent down for our names the same 
day." 


These are the first crosses of the war. 


GROWTH OF BERMUDA LILIES 


Experiments Conducted In the Soutli 


by tUe Agricultural Department. 
An interesting experiment is now be- 


ing conducted by the United States de- 
partment of agriculture in South Caro- 
lina and in the southern states with 
the Bermuda lily, so popular at Easter 
as a gift and for decorative purposes. 
Bulbs "have been distributed freely in, 
every section of Louisiana and South 
Carolina with a view to ascertaining if 
the Bermuda lily will bear transplant- 
ing to this soil, says the New York 
Post 
An experiment made in the 


Rally experimental station in South 
Carolina was attended with the most 
satisfactory results, and If the same 
luck follows the general experiment 
the home markets can be supplied with 
the native grown product. 


The supply in the Bermudas is still 


unlimited, but the stock has so deterio- 
rated as to cause general complaint 
from the receiving florists in the Unit- 
ed States, and this resulted In the ac- 
tion of the department of agriculture. 
As a corrective method the British 
government has established an experi- 
mental station in Bermuda to educate 
the natives in the more successful 
growth of this one of their principal 
industries.

Shell Weight of 7!ew Weapon, It IB 


Expected, WUl Be Kept Under One 
Hundred and Seventy-five Pounds. 
Tlie T«-elvc Inch linn Likely to Be 
Replaced by the Ten Incli. 
The ordnance experts of the navy 


department are engaged iu designing a 
gun of 7 inch caliber, says the Wash- 
ington correspondent of the Now York 
Post, This is a new type of weapon, 
the nearest approach to it iu size being 
the (J inch and 8 Inch guns. The pres- 
ent calibers in existence in the United 
States mny tor mam battery pieces 
are 4 inch. 5 inch, 0 inch, 8 inch, 10 
inch, 12 inch and 13 inch. The 12 inch 
weapon will in future designs consti- 
tute the heaviest gun carried on Ameri- 
can warships. 


In the designs for the new 14,000 ton 


battleships pro\ ision 
is made for 


mounting on each ship either eight or 
six 7 inch guns, according to \vluch de- 
sign is selected, though it is by no 
means certain that four 8 inch guns 
may not Uj selected in lieu of the 7 
inch. The interesting phase, however, 
is the necessity which gives rise to a 
new caliber, and which is explained by 
the appearance of G inch Krupp proc- 
ess armor plate on the sides of many 
foreign battleships. It is a recognized 
principle when supplying a ship's bat- 
tery to consider the probable work the 
ship may be called upon to perform. 
If the battleship is intended only to 
fi-jht gunboats, then 4 inch pieces will 
suffice. 
If, however, she is Intended 


to fight armoix'lads, then she must pos- 
;css ordnmice capable of piercing the 
sides of her probable enemy. On the 
same theory one would not use a fowl- 
ing piece when hunting elephants nor 
employ an elephant gun when hunting 


, quail. 


•Within the past two years Krupp 


process armor "late has put in an ap- 
pearance, and its ballistic tests have 
demonstrated it to bo superior to the 
best plate in previous use. A 6 inch 
Krupp plate when struck by a shell at 
an angle of 30 degrees represents a 
power of resistance equal to about l(i 
or 17 inches of iron. At ordinary fight- 
ing ranges it is too much to expect G 
inch shells to get through this plate, 
bo light, comparatively, is this G inch 
Krupp plate that foreign battleships 
are being covered with it over the 
greater part of their sides, leaving the 
12 inch plates to protect the hull in 
the vicinity of the water line and un- 
der the turret positions. A distinguish- 
ed ordnance officer calculates that the 
best 6 inch guns in service today can- 
not pierce this Krupp 6 inch plate at 
1,000 yards range, and the assertion is 
made that had the ships of Cervera's 
fleet been protected over the greater 
part of the hulls with 6 inch Krupp 
plate not a projectile below the 8 inch 
caliber would have got through. 


The S inch shell will pierce 6 inch 


Krupp plate within ordinary fighting 
ranges, but the 250 pounds weight of 
an 8 inch projectile precludes rapidity 
of fire. It was at first thought possible 
to reduce the weight of the 8 inch 
shell to, say, 210 pounds, but this plan 
is deemed inadvisable. If any change 
is made in the weight of the 8 inch 
shell, it is more likely to be in the di- 
rection of gain rather than reduction, 
and it will not be surprising if the 300 
pound shell of the 8 inch seacoast gun 
is yet adopted. 


In order to pierce 6 inch Krupp plate 


a 6 inch shell, it is calculated, must 
have a striking velocity close to 2,300 
foot seconds. To obtain this remain- 
ing velocity at. say, 1,500 or 2,000 yards 
range means too great initial velocity, 
one, in fact, which would soon destroy 
the gun by reason of excessive wear. 
On the other hand, by employing a 
slightly larger c.ilibered gun, one using 
moderately high velocities, sufficient 
energy of impact, it is argued, can be 
obtained to pierce G inch plate. This, 
then, is the raison d'etre of the 7 inch 
gun. Just what the main characteris- 
tics of the new gun will be cannot at 
this writing be definitely stated, but 
the shell weight, it is thought, will be 
kept under 173 pounds. The ammuni- 
tion wfU be put up in the same manner 
as that for the new 6 inch guns fitted 
with Vicker breech mechanism—i. e., 
projectile and powder will be separate. 
With the new 6 inch gun firing a 100 
pound shell a rate of nine shots per 
minute has been repeatedly attained. 
Ordnance men predict that the new 7 
inch gun should yield in the hands of 
a trained crew at least four shots per 
minute. 


It is not at all improbable that the 


12 inch gun of tbe United States navy 
will before long give way, as the heav- 
iest weapon carried, to the 10 inch gun 
of 30 caliber length. The 12 inch gun 
has superseded the 13 inch weapon by 
reason of the increased powers afford- 
ed the 12 inch piece through the intro- 
duction of the new smokeless powder. 
The impression is gaining ground that 
the 10 inch gun can yet be made to do 
the work of the 12 inch. At present, 
however, the 12 inch gun is necessary 
because of the presence of armor plates 
on many foreign ships whiah only the 
12 inch gun can pierce. It may be ac- 
cepted as pretty safe, though, that no 
matter how anxious the authorities 
may be to reduce the dead weight of 
ships' batteries the 12 inch gun will 
not give way to the 10 inch until it is 
certain that the latter will do tlie work 
of the 12 inch and do it without cs- 
ccsslve wear.

The Boers owe their political ex- 


istence to the nation against which 
they are now engaged in war. At any 
moment during the past decade the 
black hordes of Zwaslland, Zululand, 
Basutoland. 
Bechuanaland 
and 


Matabeleland, who have foresworn the 
assegai for the Kraig--Jorg>ensen and 
Lee-Metford arms, could have over- 
run the Transvaal and exterminated 
the Dutch usurpers who dispossessed 
them of their domain. England has 
held the restraining: hand, for 
the 


black races both respect and fear their 
imperial conqueror and-protector. The 
natives entertain 
implacable hatred 


for the Boers, for by them they have 
been robbed, beaten and enslaved; but 
toward the British, who have organ- 
zed the tribes and given them forms 
of self-government, the Kafllrs on the 
whole are friendly. In 1SGS the great 
Basuto race sought refuge from Boer 
aggression by voluntary submission 
to England. 


One of the secrets of the Great Trek 


was a determination on the part of the 
Boers to establish a system of slavery, 
which in British territory is forbidden. 
The treatment of the blacks by the 
Boers is a tragic story of injustice and 
cruelty.

Much of the sympathy aroused 
in 


America for the Boers is due to the 
democratic title that country has as- 
sumed. 
The Transvaal, however, Is 


ivot a republic. It has a constitution, 
or Grondwet, but the "Volksraad by a 
resolution, or Bealuit, can suspend or 
repeal any part of the Grondwet that 
may interfere with legislation at hand. 
And the president is the pov/er above 
and behind the Volksraad. All meas- 
ures for enactment are presented to 


him. 
He is "het hoogste gesag des 


1,-nds"—the greatest authority in the 
state. At his bidding the Volksraad 
can at any time determine that any 
matter pending before the high court 
shall cease to be considered by the 
court. In 1897 the high court refused 
to defraud an American mining man 
of a number of claims which he had 
legally acquired, whereupon Oom Paul 
summoned the Volksraad; the chief 
justice, Mr. Kotze, was summarily dis- 
misesd, the stngosf if mb r f fdr fgfg 
missed, the sittings of the court in- 
definitely postponed, and all the rights 
of the American ignored. 


None of the rights <rf the Uitlanders 


are safeguarded. Homes are invaded 
and searched on the slightest pretext, 
the accounts of business houses are 
examined and tribute levied arbitrari- 
ly. 
Before the development of the 


mines the Tranvaal was bankrupt. To'

rapidly, as if he were firing volleys. 
His habits are not pleasing. In thi; 
country he would find it exceedingly 
difficult to avoid the anti-expectoration 
laws. But one scarcely expects ele- 
gance in this semi-barbaric diplomat, 
who, a few years ago was an ox-runner 
on the African desert.

A "Farewell" Issue That Bead Tike an 


Oracle to Survlvorg. 


Several years ago I was the Omaha 


Republican's correspondent in Lincoln, 
Neb., the state capital, when the paper 


j changed hands. The new proprietor had 


a policy in two words, "Rednce sala- 
ries !" In a few month? he was himself 
reduced to the point where he couldn't 
pay any salary. He asked me to come to 
Omaha and take the editorship at the 
yaiary I was receiving as reporter. He 
would cut n>y salary in two if I remain- 
ed in Lincoln. I accepted reluctantly. 
It was only a question of a few weeks 
when the pap^r wonld have to suspend, 
and there was little honor or profit in 
guiding the wreck. 


For three weeks we managed to get 


along somehow, and th^fcf the proprietor 
went into retirement. The Eepnblican 
had the Associated Press franchise and 
had presses and material worth §20,000. 
If; had ahont 8,000 paid subscribers. 1 
had tried to get somebody to bny It, and, 
in the hope that somebody wonld, we 
continued to get the paper out At last 
the printers announced that they wonld 
not work any longer. I prevailed upon 
them to work that night, and they 
agreed to help get ont a farewell issne. 
It was a unique specimen. For weeks 
Mr. Eosewater, the proprietor of The 
Bee, and Mr. Hitchcock, the proprietor 
of Tho World-Herald, had been waiting 
for Tho Republican's demise with eager 
expectation. They knew we had been 
endeavoring to sell the paper to ontside 
parties, and I determined to give them 
a scare. 


In an editorial recounting the vicissi- 


tudes through which The Repnblican 
had passed I said that at last the pa- 
per's troubles had come to an end, and 
they had. For some weeks, the editorial 
went on to say, the future of The Re- 
publican had been problematic, but now 
the suspense was over. We knew exactly 
•what was in store for the paper, and we 
did. For our contemporaries there might 
be rivalries and annoyances, but foi 
The Republican all that was past, anc 
it was. 


I learned afterward that there wa 


consternation in The Bee and World 
Herald offices the next day and that i; 
was not until tho second night, wher 
everybody knew the old Republican hao 
gone nnder, that our contemporarie. 
were reassured.—Now York Mail and

The acquisition of 
the Jefferson library in 1815, the Force 
Historical library in 1865, the Smith- 
sonian library in 1867 and the Toner 
collection in 1882, all constituted spe- 
cially important and valuable accessions 
to its stores. And by the enactment of 
the copyright law of 1870, followed by 
the international copyright act of 1891, 
this library became entitled to receive 
two copies of all books, periodicals, and 
other publications claiming the protec- 
tion of copyright in the United States.

fatuities in the cases of persons who 
have lost the use of some pf thei.r natural 
functions, or of others whose faculties 
huve not been fully developed, has long 
leen a matter of remark, but it is not 
alone the outside observers -who appre- 
ciate the provisions of nature for the 
benefit of the unfortunates. The suffer- 
ers themselves often appreciate this ful- 
ly, and in some instances, after years, 
grow to depend so much upon their ac- 
quired faculties as to be afraid of a 
change, even if they have the chance of 
one. 


An illustration of this Is given by a 


•woman in Brooklyn who never hafl 
learned to read or write. In no way 
could one discover this except by her 
own admission or by putting her to a 
direct test, for she is one of the best ed« 
ncated women in the country, conver- 
sant with languages, art, literature and 
all the current topics of the day. She is 
rich, too, and could afford all the serv- 
ices of the best teachers if she but chose 
to learn to read, but sb.e refuses to do BO. 


When this woman was a child, her 


parents lived far from schools, so she 
had no chance then to learn to read or 
write. As a mere child ehe began to 
earn her own living, and again the 
chance for schooling slipped away. Then 
she married and the cares of a family 
took up her time. By the time the ba- 
bies were off her hands, her husband 
had grown rich, and then she began hor 
real education, and now, as a widow, 
she continues it. Her companions read 
to her and talk with her about all the 
topics which interest her. Years of suoh 
work have stored her mind with a rich 
treasure of knowledge, and there is not 
a page of a book that has been read to 
her that she is not familiar with. Her 
stores of knowledge are at her instant 
command. Why will she not learn to 
read? Because, she says, she fears that 
this wonderful memory, which is now 
such a treasure house to her, might be 
impaired if she were to do anything to 
weaken the demands upon it. 


What such a memory can do is well 


illustrated in the case of a tailor of this 
city who cannot read or write. He is 
probably the most widely known man 
in his business here, as for many years 
he has done business with New York's 
firemen and policemen. Almost every 
man of these two bodies has dealings 
with this tailor, and each month be- 
tween the first and the tenth days he 
visits every station house and engine 
and truck house in this city to collect 
his dues. He has acquired considerable 
wealth, and it is said of him that in all 
the years he has dealt with the firemen 
and policemen he never was known to 
make a mistake of a cent in any man's 
account, although all his records of 
transaction? >iavo hppji knpfc in his head.

There is only one pearl* farm in the 


world. It is in the Torres strait, at the 
northern extremity of Australia, and be- 
longs to James Clark of Queensland. 
Mr. Clark, who is known as "the king 
of the pearl fishers," originally stocked 
it with 150,000 pearl oysters. Now 
1,600 men—200 of whom are divers— , 
and 250 vessels are employed in har- ' 
vesting the crop.

My experience h^ . d me to the 
belief titat, with proper intelligence in 
the selection of a place, one can raise 
pearls and pearl shells as easily as one 
can raise oysters. 


"I started my farm three years ago 


and have stocked it with shells which I 
obtained, in many instances, far out at 
sea. To grow shells successfully, how- 
ever, according to my experience thus 
far, the water must not be too deep.

A Time In Hi* Career When He Needed 


the Wherewithal. 


General W. H. L. Barnes, one of the 


leaders of the San Francisco bar, at a 
meeting of the California commandery 
of the Military Order of the Loyal Le- 
gion, told the following story about 
General Grant, It was told years ago to 
General Barnes by Captain Richard L. 
Ogden, once a clerk in the office of the 
United States quartermaster at San 
Francisco, Mid General Barnes recently 
copied it from Captain Ogden's diary. 


It was that when Grant resigned his 


commission as captain, at the age of 33, 
being then i£ Oregon, he went to San 
Francisco on his way home and present- 
ed to Captain Ogden a certificate of per 
diem service on a court martial amount- 
ing to abont $40. The certificate was in- 
correctly drawn, and Grant with a look 
of despair asked Captain Ogden's per- 
mission to sleep on the lounge in the 
latter's office, saying he had not a cent 
to his name. He slept on the rickety 
office lounge, and Ogden agreed to cash 
the certificate personally and to send it 
back to Oregon for correction. Grant 
had expected to buy passage for himself 
to New York in the steerage, but Ogden 
went with him to the Pacific Mail 
steamship office and procured for him a 
cabin passage pass, or what was the 
nearest to it the steamship company 
could give, for Grant had to pay his 
railroad fare across the isthmus. This, 
however, left him $16, and Grant was 
very grateful 


The diary quotes him as saying to 


Captain Ogden: "This is a great luxury 
and what I did not expect, and I am in- 
debted to you for ij. The prospect of 
ever being able to reciprocate is cer- 
tainly remote, but strange things hap- 
pen in this world, and there is no know- 
ing."—Pittsb'urg Dispatch. 


Wnat It IB and IIow the Indians Used to 


Make It. 


When Columbus discovered America, 


he found the Indians carrying on trade 
from tribe to tribe with wampum. Any- 
thing that has value may be used as 
money. In ancient Syracuse and Britain 
tin was used as money, and we find that 
iron was so used at one time in Sparta, 
pieces of silk in China, cattle in Rome 
and Germany, leather among the Car- 
thaginians, nails in Scotland, lead in 
Burma, platinum in Russia, cubes of 
pressed tea in Tartary, slaves among the 
Anglo-Saxons, salt in Abyssinia, etc. 


Wampum is from an Algonquin word 


meaning "white." The Indians have 
ever been fond of ornaments, particu- 
larly of beads. They used to make beads 
of seashells in the following way: A 
fragment of stone was with much care 
"worked down" to the size of a small 
nail, having one end quite pointed, and 
it was then fastened to a piece of cane 
or a reed. With this simple tool the In- 
dian workman chipped off a bit of the 
inside of a conch shell or a part of the 
shell of a hard clam and rubbed it down 
to the size desired. This bit of shell he 
held in his hand, placed the sharp end 
of the stone against it and then turned 


I the stone around and around until a 


hole was drilled entirely through the 


j shell. 
| 
The shell beads thus tediously manu- 


factured were called wampum. These 
beads were either white or of a purple 
color, the last being valued much higher 


, than the first. It was the very laborious 


J way of making wampum that gave it 
' value. The wampum was artistically 


i strung upon hempen threads and used 


i as necklaces, bracelets and rings. Often 


j it was woven into belts about 8 inches 


in \vidth and 2 feet in length. 


The wampum belt served many pur- 


poses. It was sent from trifep to tribe 
with solemn promises and messages, it 
was used in making peace, in asking for 
aid in time of war, for personal adorn- 
ment and also as a "circulating medi- 
um." The coast tribe Indians were the 
wampum makers. The interior Indians 
spent their tin^e hunting and exchanged 
game o£ all kinds for the wampum made 
by the coast tribes. 


For a long time after white people 


had settled in the new world small 
coins were scarce and wampum was 
nsed as "change." Finally the "pale- 
faces" set up lathes by treadles for the 
purpose of making wampum quickly, 
and soon the Indian wampum makers 
were, as we say nowadays, ' 'out of a 


i job."—Philadelphia Times.

Question of Their Sentence 


Brought up by Local 


Court Case 


BOSTON EDITOR'S CRITICISM 


Of Sentence Imposed Here Founded on 


Incomplete Knowledge. Judge Phelps 
Thinks 
Whipping 
Post 
Would 


Provide Suitable Punishment 


The following comment on a sen- 


tonce imposed in the police court in 
this city Monday morning appeared as 
the leading editorial in the Boston 
Herald of yesterday: 


"Some judges in Massachusetts have 


queer ideas of "the punishment that 
fits the crime," to use the familiar 
language of Librettist Gilbert. We re- 
ceive an. account of a brute in North 
Adams, who* camehome drunk to an in- 
offensive 
wife the other day, . and 


amused himself by throwing boiling 
water over her, as the effect of which 
her arms, 
neck and shoulders were 


severely scalded. It was probably only 
hie uncertainty of aim that prevented 
her face from being visited and scarred 
for life, with perhaps the loss of her 
eyesight. Yet the judge of the police 
court in North Adams who passed upon 
the case sentenced this wretch to but 
three months in the house of correc- 
tion!" 
« 


Judge Phelps was seen this morning 


in regard to this severe criticism, and 
his comment was that in hia opinion 
the editor of the Boston Herald had 
acted unwisely in commenting in such 
a manner on a case of which his only 
knowledge was obtained from a brief 
press dispatch stating the story 
in 


skeleton form. 


The mere statement that a man threw 


boiling water on his wife and burned 
her in a fit of anger might imply de- 
tails that would warrant a very severe 
sentence, and again, as in this case, it 
might mean that the affair was the re- 
sult of a family quarrel in which, the 
nature of the affair the consequences 
were far less serious than might be sup- 
posed. He did not think it necessary 
to comment on the justice of his sen- 
tence, in view of the facts as brought 
out in court. 


These facts, which were largely given 


in this paper on Monday, were that 
Lewis Farrar, the man who was sen- 
tenced, went home under the influence 
of liquor. He got Into a dispute with 
his wife, and holding the tea kettle full 
of boiling water in his hand, asked her 
to get him a dish into which to pour 
some of it. 
In his impatience when 


this was not done promptly enough to 
suit him, he elevated the kettle so that 
boiling water was thrown over her neck 


The injuries were of course extremely 


painful, but not serious. This( was Far- 
rar's first appearance In court, and in 
view of the circumstances, the sentence 
of three months in jail was imposed. 


Farrar's only defense was that he 


did not plan to do it, and that it was. 
done in a moment of anger. 


The question of sentencing a man 


found guilty of assaulting his -wife is 
always a difficult one to decide, judg- 
ing from the comments that come oc- 
casionally from almost every bench in 
the country. To sentence a man to a 
Ions; imprisonment for an ordinary af- 
fair of the kind is usua'ly to work hard- 
ship on the wife who depends on her 
husband1, for support. 


In many cities judges have from the 


bench advocated a return to the whip- 
ping post form of punishment, which 
does not deprive the wife and family of 
support, and at the same time seems a 
more fitting form of punishment for a 
man who will attack his wife. 


Judge Phelps wr.a asked this morn- 


ing what from his experienc-2 on the 
bench he thought of the whipping post, 
and said that there were cases where 
he though it would 
prove the most 


suitable form of punishment. 


Many persons interested in correc- 


tive measures are of th3 opinion that 
it will not be many years before the 
whipping post is again introduced in 
most states, to be iinp~osed under re- 
strictions for certain forms of crime 
such as *-ife beating. 


Death of Miss Witt 


Miss Mabel L. Witt died'last night at 


the home of her mother, Mrs. Almira 
Witt, 6 Walnut street, in the 26th year 
oC her age. The cause of her death was 
appendicitis. 
She was first attacked 


last June, at which time she underwent 
an operation at the hospital. The dis- 
ease was not entirely removed, -and 
about a month later she was operated 
on again at her home. There was a 
decided improvement after 
this and 


she was able to go to work again, but 
a week ago Monday she was obliged to 
give up, having experienced another 
attack of the old trouble. An opera- 
tion was performed a week ago yes- 
terday, but the desired result was not 
reached and she failed steadily till her 
suffering was relieved by death. 


Miss Witt was born and reared In 


this city, where all of her life was 
passed. She was educated in the pub- 
lic schools, and for several years past 
she has worked in paper box factories, 
first in Rising's on Washington avenue, 
and later in Rice & McMillin,'s. 
She 


was an attendant of the Methodist 
church and had a large acquaintance 
and many friends, all of whom will be 
pained to learn of her death. Besides 
her mother she leaves a brother and a 
sister, Arthur and Miss Ella Witt, both 
of this city. 


Rev. J. A. Hamilton will conduct the 


funeral serVices at the house Satur- 
day afternoon at 2.30 o'clock.

Brkshire have determined that in the 
future they will refuse to perform the 
marriage ceremony for persons they do 
not know or know about, and it ought 
to strike the average citizen that the 
ministers have come to the right con- 
clusion. It is one of the weak points of 
the Protestant church that its clergy 
are> too lax about observing- the sanc- 
tity of the marriage vow. It is not the 
cas? with all Protestant ministers that, 
they marry every coupie who comes 
u.long provided they have proper li- 
cense, depending entirely upon the li- 
censing authority 
to insure them 


against performing1 illegal or question- 
able marriage ceremonies, but in most 
cases marrying people Is a matter 
clergymen take hold of without arty 
special thought as to their responsibil- 
ity in the matter. 


Of course it is a very easy matter 


for people to be married by a court offi- 
cer or a justice of the peace, but even 
among1 such officers ttte power of per- 
forming marriage ceremonies has been 
greatly curtailed in this state as only 
certain designated justices can now 
marry people Even the lawmakers 
realized that the indiscriminate grant- 
ing of power to perform mariiafje cere- 
monies as represented by the multita-ae 
of justices there are in our state, was a 
dangerous power. - Therefore- It is no 
more than ought- to be expected that 
ministers should commence to be more 
particular about the matter. 


The ministers referred to also decid- 


ed to refuse to marry divorced persons, 
which is not a bad idea at all, although 
there are many instances where the 
marriage of divorcees, is 
perfectly 


proper, and In such instances 
there 


ought to be some way whereby they 
can be married by a clergyman.

PROPOSED -BICYCLE PATH 


Provisions of a Document of Interest 


to Every Wheelman 


George A. Perkins, chairman of the 


rights and privileges committee "of the 
state league of American Wheelmen 
and attorney of the organization, in- 
troduced into the Igi.slature recently a 
till providing for the building of cycle 
paths in this state. This measure will 
prove of interest to every wheel rider. 
Tlve text is as follows: 


Section 1. The county commissioners 


of any county shall, upon the petition 
of DO citizens of such county appoint 
from the resident citizens thereof three 
persons, to be determined by such com- 
missioners, each ol1 whom shall be a 
cyclist, who shall constitute a board of 
sidepath commissioners for such county 
The terms of such commissioners shall 
be one. two and three years from and 
including the first day of January of 
the year in which the appointment is 
made. A commissioner thereafter ap- 
pointed 
for a full term shall hold 


olhce 
for 
three 
years 
from 
and 


including the first day of January of 
the year in which the appointment is 
made. 
A commissioner appointed to 


fill a vacancy, occurring- otherwise than 
by expiration of term, shall be appoint- 
ed for the unexpired term. Whenever a 
vacancy shall 
occur in the office of 


such a commissioner, by expiration of 
term or otherwise, .the chairman and 
secretary of the board shall file a notice 
with the county comrr.uwioners speci- ' 
of such notice the county jommissione'.- ' 
and the term for which his successor 
should be appointed. Upon the receipt 
of such notice the county commissiontr 
shall appoint a person to fill such va- 
cancy and file such appointment in the 
office of the county clerk. The county 
clerk shall forthwith notify such per- 
son of his appointment, and he shall 
take office immediately upon filing his 
> 


written acceptance thereof with the i 
county clerk within 10 days after re- 
ceiving notice of his appointment. Such 
commissioners 
shall 
serve 
without* 


compensation, but shall be repaid their 
actual and necessary disbur?ements, 
out of the sidepath fund hereinafter 
provided. 


2. Such board of sidepath commis- 


sioners is hereby authorized and em- 
powered with the written approval of 
the selectmen, of each town in which 
said sidepath shall be built, such ap- 
proval to be filed in the town clerk's 
office, to construct and maintain side- 
paths along any public road, or sections 
thereof, 
of the county, outside 
the 


limits of cities. No sidepath shall be 
constructed upon or along regularly 
constructed or maintained 
sidewalk. 


Such paths shall be of such width as 
the selectmen, shall approve and shall 
be constructed within the outside lines 
and along and upon the side of such 
public roads. The term "sidewalk," as 
used in this act, means any sidewalk 
constructed and maintained as such by 
the public authorities or the owner of 
the abutting lands which is reserved 
by custom for the use of pedestrians; 
but not including footpaths 
or por- 


tions of the public road which are worn 
only by travel. 


3. Such board of sidepath commis- 


sioners shall at their first meeting, or 
within a reasonable time 
thereafter, 


and in each succeding calendar year, 
adopt a form of license, to consist of 
an inscription, badge, emblem or de- 
vice suitable to be affixed to a bicycle, 
and to be known as a bicycle sidepath 
license. Any person upon the payment 
of a fee, to be determined by such com- 
missioners, of not less than 50 cents nor 
Ttiure- liiS,n ?1, shall b^ pnlitlpd to re- 
ceive such license, which 
shall be 


good, during the calendar 
year 
for 


which it is issued, and for no longer. 
Every such license to be valid must be 
issued by the sidepath commissioners 
of the county wherein the bicyclist re- 
sides, except that any bicyclist who re- 
sides in another state or in a county of 
this commonwealth where there is fio 
Sidepath commission, may secure a 
license in any county where a side- 
path commission has been lawfully ap- 
pointed, 
and

the 


person so purchasing upon any side- 
path in the 
commonwealth for 
the 


calendar year for which it is issued, 
and no longer. No person shall ride 
a bicycle on any sidepath unless a 
valid license is attached or affixed to 
the left side of the front fork of such 
bicycle. 


4. The license fees collected by the 


said board of sidepath commissioners 
shall be deposited on or before the first 
day of each month with the county 
treasurer of their respective counties, 
by whom the}- shall be credited to a 
special fund, to be called "the side- 
path fund," upon which the side- 
path commissioners are authorized to 
draw warrants signed by a, majority of 
the board, but no warrants shall be so 
drawn in excess of the amount actually 
on deposit, nor shall any contract or 
purchase 
be 
made 
exceeding 
the 


amount of such funds at the time of 
making such contract or purchase. All 
contracts shall be in writing, and sh&ll 
together with the vouchers and re- 
ceipts, be filed with the county treas- 
urer. 


5. The s'dd board of sidenath com- 


missioners shall devote sa.id sidepath 
fund to the repairing of existing paths 
in their resnectivc counties' to the 
(-.(instruction of nc\v sidepaths; to the 
planting of shade trees alone such 
paths', where the consent of the own- 
ers of abutting lands and selectmen to 
tlio planting of said trees has been 
obtained, and to the maincaining of 
order on paths.

a fine of not moro thn.n, $20 for oach of- 
fc-nso.

Bidepath fund.
